If ſome paſſages accord ( in ſubſtance ) with cer- 
taine materiall poynts that are delivered of other 
writers, though never ſo different in the carriage 
and circumſtance , = muſt needes be tranſcribed. 
As if divers men, building on the ſame founda- 
tion, guided by the ſame Spirit, may not in their 
Meditations border each on other, vnleſſe they bor- 
row one from another.

their Confuſion is threatned in a high Rhetoricall 
ſtraine, verſ. 13. 14. 15. Touching the Churchzher 
Converſion is promiſed in a Metaphoricall alluſi- 
on, verſ. 16, 17. 18. Then he fals very appoſitly by 
way of interrogation into a ſharpe Commination(his 
{ſecond maine paſſage)laying downe the ſinns firſt, 
the blindneſſe and heedleſneſſe of thoſe careleſſe 
and ſecure both Prieſts and people, who profited 
nought, neither by the mercies nor iudgements af 
the Lord, ver. 19. 20. 21. The i#deements next; 
which (for the further aggravation of their ſinne 
and puniſhment) are ampliſied firſt fromthe Greaz- 
neſſe of them, in many phraſes very Emphaticall, 
they were robbed, ſpoyled, ſnared, made a prey, verſ. 
22. the wrath of God poured upon them, lite water, con- 
ſumed them like fire, verſ. 25. Secondly, from their 
ſenſeleſſe ſtupiditie; they could not reade the in- 
dignation of God in thoſe deſolations; ſo much is 
intimated in the queſtion propounded, verſ. 24. 
Who gaue Jacob to ſpoyle ? So much is expreſſed in 
the reaſon annexed, verſ.2 5. He ſet him on fire round 
about, yet he knew it not, and it burned him, yet he layd 
it not ta leart. | 
Now leaſt the children of God ſhould be diſcou- 
raged and frighted too much, wich thoſe blowes 
that were dealt ſo thicke among the wicked, hee 
haſtens with all ſpeede to ſtrengthen the heart of 
the righteous, and reacheth them this Cordiall to 
revius their 'drooping ſpirits. But om, ſayth the 
Lord, & c. The Prophet to approue himſelieawiſc 
workeman giueth er to whom mercy; judgement 
to whom gement belongs: and as hee had ſnewed

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himſelfe a right Bonoarges a Sonne of thunder, ſo 
now hee will approue himſelſe a true Barnabas a 
Sonne of conſolation. He was not ſo terrible in 
his Commination, but hee will be as ſweete in his 
Conſolation .

All this Summarily propounded in the firſt and 
ſecond verſes. The Iniunction, or inhibition is re- 
peated v. 5. The Arguments of confirmation they 
alſoare againe andagaine vrged by former expert- 
ences — prooſes of the power, providence, and 
goodnes of God: v. 3. 4.5. 6. y. &c. 

No table it is to conſider how theſe promiſes are 
pre ſſed, iterated, inculcated: ſuch is the diffidence 
of our nature that in our extreamities wee are apt 
to reiect all comfort, and thereſore the Lord by his 
Prophet labours to force them on vs. I haue dwelt 
too long in the confines, and borders, now let vs 
draw neare to the body ofmy Text; Conſider brie- 
fy the ſcope and parts ol it = No

Theſe wordes carry in them a promiſe of Protec 
tion, an engagement royall,wherein the Great Lora 
of Lords, King of Kings, the High & Mighty, Monarch 
of Heaven and Earth, giues a ſafe convoye to his 
Spouſe paſting through the Arabian deſert, the vaſt 
and roaring wildernes of this world, that notwith- 
ſanding all oppoſitions and encounters of fire 
and water, he would fer her fate in the Heavenly Ca- 
nan. This is the ſum. The parts into which the ſen- 
tence naturally breakes it ſelſe, as the principall 
branches are two. Behold here, the wra//ling of la- 
cobzthe Conqueſt of Jacob after his wraſtling: behold 
the Afflict ion of Toſeph; the evaſion of Toſeph out of 
his affliction: behold, the eroubles of the Saints, the 
Triumph of the Saints after thoſe troubles: Behold, 
the Dangers of the Church; her Deliverance and reſ- 


cue from thoſe Dangers. 


certainty 
In the wraſtling note we variety Got thoſe 
extremity 
afflictions with which the 7/raecl of God doe en- 
counter. Their certainty in that he muſt paſſe 
through fire and water; the variety, in that he muſt 
paſſe not through water onely, but fire too, not 
through fire onely, but water too; vnder both all 
ſorts and kindes of affliction are compriſed. | 
The extremity; fire & water are thoſe mercileſſe eie. 
mets, yet they muſt not paſſe by theſe, by the fre, by 
the water, but through the fire, & through the water; 
what greater danger then (as we ſay) to run through 
fre and water? Neither is here water mentioned 


onely, but flonas or rivers of water, nor fire onely,

but a flame too, ſo the words of the Text carry ity 
uu lan tluu paſſeſt through,coc, The Triumph fol - 
lowes, where we may obſerue

The Author to whom the glory ofthis vic- 
tory muſt be aſcribed, / will be with thee. Therefore 
the flou ds ſhall not over-flow thee, the flame ſhall not 
kindle vpon thee. 

Thus by way of reſolution haue wee taken this 
frame aſunder, now let vs view the ſeverall parts, 
and then ſer it together ioynt by ioynt. We will be- 
gin with the connexion, which I cannot paſſe o- 
ver, ſeeing itaffoords an excellent inſtruction; Gods 
former mercies are pledges of his future favonrs : by 
what he bathdone, he ſhewes vs what he will doe: 
whom he hath created, whom he hath redeemed, 
whom he hath called, (they may build on it) they 
ſhall be preſerned, protected. Thus it holds viſually 
in temporall mercies; the bleſſings of God never 
goe ſingle: wee cannot ſay to the Lord as Eſau to 
Iſauc, haſt thou but one bleſsing my father, but rather 
(as Leah of Gad) a trowpe cometh. The ſtory obſerues 
how he bleſſed 7/epb in his fathers houſe, in his 
Maſters houſe, in the priſon-houſe, in his owne 
houſe, when a ſlaue, when 8 Lord, in the ſtoc kes, on 
the throne, here ever he goeth, What euer he doth, 
Kill Jeſ en proſpers. See it in Jatab; though Laban 
change his wages ten times, yet the weakeſt ſheepe 
goe do Labay, the ſtrongeſt fall to 7acobs ſhare. See 
it in Amn, in Lot: the Lord teueales himſelſe to A. 
bnun, doth that for Aram, as he had not done for 
ariyperfon or Nation Tathat all? No, hee bloſſeth

him as in his Soule, fo in his eſtate too: Ar 
growes Ccxcceding rich, Le and he their wealth 
parts thern, one Country cannot hold them: But 
this holds eſpecially, aud infallibly, in ſpitituall 
werties, onc bieſſing here cuer drawes on another, 
ſochained they are, and linked together, as one 
ſull neads on the heele of another, the leſſer makes 
way for the greater. Take one famous inſtance, 


in ſiead of a thonſand. It is preſented by Paul, in 


that Golden chaine with the linkes of it knit to- 
gether, Rom. 8. 29. 30. Thoſe which he knew lefare, he 
aiſo predeſtinated, moreouer thoſe whom the predeſtina- 
ted them a ſo hee called, bam hee called, them alſo hee 
iuftified, and whom he inſtified, them alſa he glorified, 


Loe here is that Adamantint chaine, one linke ſo 


faltened to another, that Hell · gates cannot ſunder 
them. So Philip. 1. 6. the ſame Apoſtle perſwades 
him ſelfe, that he that had begun that good wor ke in 
them, wenld finiſhit 3 to one fauour f tzchoation, 
he will adde the other of Con/wmmation. 

The ſtrength of this diduction was notably em- 
proued by David and Paul both. David reaſons 
thus, he that reſcued him from the claw of the Lyon, 
and the paw of the beare, would not leaue him asa 

in the hand of that vncircumciſed Paliſſim. 
Paul thus, he hath delivered vs, he dub deliver ws, 
is whom 1 truſt he will deliuer us; if this will car 
force.in temporall, it holds 4 Maiori in ſpiri 
caſes; as in privatiue, ſo in poſitiue bleſſings. 

The reaſons hereof may be drawne, partly from 
the bownty, partly fromthe Immutabilitie of the Al- 
mightie. His bountie is ſuch, that where he begins

God euer magnific the riches of his ſuper abun- 
dant grace that Jade th vs with his ble ſ5ings, and not 
onely cheriſbeth vs with the remembrance of old 
fauours, but doubles the Benefits, by giving them 
as pledges of ſuture and greater. As the firſt fruites 
romiled a plentifull crop, and as the earneſt 
(though (mall ) aſſureth vs of the whole bargaine: 
ſo the leaſt mercy is great in this, that it is but the 
firſt fruites but a beginning, but an earneſt, a pledge 
of more and greater. Thus may we in generall, in 
particular, it the fault be not our owne, from that 
vee haue already receiued, promiſe to our ſelues 
farre greater matters for the time to come.

The afflictionof Toſeph,is not nakedly propoun- 
ded, but notably amply fied, from the certainty, the 
variety, the extremity of it. The certainty is inti- 
mated, this the Lord takes ſor granted, that his 
Spouſe moſt through fire and water. when thou pa!- 
ſeſt Cc. As if the Lord had expreſſed his minde 
in othertearmes. Miſtake me not, I neuer enten- 
ded to ſecure my choſen holy from danger, or to 
ſet them out of the reach of affliction; that the 
water ſhould not touch them, nor they touch the 
water; that the fire ſhould not come neare them, 
nor they come neare the fire; but to get my ſelſe a 
name and glory, to magnifie my power and pitty, 
by ſecuring them in the water, that the fouds ſhall 
not ower-flow them, by ſecuring them in the fire that 
the flame ſhall not kizale vpon them. The Saintes 
muſt haue their Purgatory on earth, that of water to 
wiſh off the filch and ſoile contracted by ſinne;that 
ether of fire to purge out the droſſe of corruption.

The Concluſion ſtandes as firme as Heaven and 
Earth. 

The Church Militant, while ſhee remaines in this 
vaile of teares, and valley of miſery, is not priviled- 
ged from miſeries and calamities.

My power is made perfect through weakneſſe.lt turnes 
tothe good of the Saints, ho are corrected with his 
children, that they might not be condemned with the 
world. hom the Lord lones he chaſtens.

Thus Auſtin, Such is the Goodneſ/e of God, 
that he would permit no euill, vnleſſe he knew his 
Power to be ſuch,as he could draw good out of ewll, 
Addeto this ( in the ſecond place) the envy of 
Satan and his Inſtruments. The Devill will at leaſt 
make vs haue a wet ſeede- time, if he cannot hinder 
our ioyfull har veſt; he will be ſure to make vs liue 
diſcomfortably in earth, if he cannot hinder vs 
from raigning gloriouſly in Heaven z he will br«iſe 
our heclez if he cannot breake our head.

When ſo many haue broken 
the ice before vs; ſince it is no new thing; why 
ſhould we thinke it a ſtrange thing to heare or feele 
the fiery tryalls? Since it is the will of God, beare it 
patiently, ſince it makes for the Glory of God, glo- 
ry in it exceedinglyʒſith the Good will be our owne, 
take it thankefully; fo ſhall your creſſe bee your 
crowne, ſo ſhall you be as glorious in your greateſt 
miſery,as the wicked are miſerable in their greateſt 
lory.

emphaticall cermes; Loc, He caſts him ſometime into 
the fire ſometimes into the wate-, and not able to hold 
any longer, he burſts out into teares, Lord take pittie 
on my Sonne. Let to adde to the heape of their mi- 
ſery, here is not water mentioned onely, but waters, 
rivers, flouds of water; not fire onely, ſome ſew ſ par- 


kles, but flames of fire, there is the extremitie. 


To this of ſaiah anſwereth that complaint of Da- 
vid. Plal. 4 2. 7. Ahnſſus abyſſum invecat ; one deepe 
calleth pon another deepe.

It fals out thus, partly in reſpect of God, 
partly in reſpect of their enemies: in reſpect of the- 
ſelues partly, not principally. 

lebovah permits it, ordaines it, orders it. Why? the 
more and the greater their afflictions are, the more 
doth his mercy ſhine, the greater doth his wiſe- 
dome and power appeare in their delinerance, in 
their reſcue. When 1/7ael was euery way diſtreſ- 
ſed, the ſea before them, the army of the Egypti- 
ans behinde them preſſing at their heeles,the high 
towring Mountaines hemming them in on all 
ſides; now will the Lord get him honor pon Pha- 
rach and all his hoaſt. Exod. 14 4. Now willthe Lord 
of Hoaſtes march valiantiy, and overthrow the horſe 
and the rider. When the people of God were ſcat- 
tered ouer the ſoure corners ofthe world: oe 
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God to turne againe the captivitie of 1acob, as the 

ſtreame bacł ward; to bring them home weeping 
with their faces toward Sn, this ſhall be to mee 
(ſayth the Lord) an euerlaſting name, io and honor, 
now he ſhewes him-ſclfe a God. 

The greater the ſtreame is, the skill of the Pilot 
if hee ſteere the ſhippe aright, appeares to be the 
greater; the more deſperate the diſeaſe is, the cure 
is the more glorious; this may be one ground, why 
the troubles of the tighteous are many and migh- 
ty, that the mighty and »24»ifo/d wiſedome, power, 
goodnes of Tehovah, might ſhine out in their full glo- 
Y, to the admiration of Men and Angels. 

Another reaſon followes, becauſe their enemies 
are many and great; Their malice great, their ſub- 
tilty great, their power great, their ſedulity great, 
their cruclty great. Confider their ſubtilty, the lic 
Midianites haue a thouſand wiles and wayes to 
vexe and beguile the plaine hearted done. right 
Iſraelites. Conſider their malice; there is an eter- 
nall enmity put by God himſelfe between the ſeede 
of the woman, and the ſeede of the Serpent, which 
how euer ſmothered ſometimes as it were in the 
aſhes, yet euer and anon is blowne vp by the bel- 
lowes of vnplacable malice, and breakes forth into 
an open flame, ſo vnſatiable it is, that nothing but 
the heart blood of the Lambe will content thoſe 
rauenous Woolues. Conſider their crueliy; as for 
craft, they are foxes, and for ſubtilty,Serpents: ſo ſor 
cruelty, roaring ramping Lions, that will teaueno de- 
ſigne be it neuer ſo barbarous vnattempted, but 
vill proſecate it to the vtmoſt of their power. Con-

Their ene- 
mies are many and miſcheiuous, cruell and barba- 
rous, needes muſt theirtryals be many, their caſe 


grieuous, their eſtate dangerous. 


Finally they may than ke themſelues for it; their 
ſinnes are many, their ſinnes are mighty; many 
ſinnes cauſe many afflictions, mighty ſinnes pro- 
cure mighty troubles. Lay not the blame then on 


Religion, buton thy Corruption. Gods deareſt chil- 


dten will venture on noiſome meate and hurtfull 
poiſon; they will drinke downe the very ga// of 
Aſpesthey will be walking neare Hels mouth, their 


Father therefore takes them by the heeles and 
makes them belieue he will throw them in. They 
will bee dallying with the fire, no marueile if they 
be ſcorched with the flame; they will be running 


into the water, no marueile if they be drenthed in 


the waues : they will be laying the Serpent in their 
boidme, na marueile if they be lung with that 
Scorpion. They defile themſelues with groſſe ſins, 
ang therefore muſt haue much waſhing; they take 
ia the deadlirſt poiſon, and there fore mult haue wer- 
Aeing Phyſicke: while coruption is ſo flrong, let 
chem loole for it; many and mighty emp 
wi 
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will procure many and mighty afflictions. 
The emprouement is made by the Apoſtles, 
thinke it not ſtr ange, 9 the fiery tryall, ſo 
Peter ; Connt it great toy when you fall ron 
wiigaouols into divers temptations, 10 Iames. If wee 
paſſe vnder ſeuere ſnarpe corrections, and be forced 
todrinke of g and wermew-od, this is no new 
thing. Thoſe whom hee loues moſt hee corrects 
moſt; and if wee feele not the rod at all, well may 
we ſuſpect we are haſtards not children: when wee 
reade of the troubles of David, when we heare ofthe 
af}liftions of 1oſeph, when we heare, or ſee, or reade 
of the calamities of our Brethren, let it not diſmay 
vs too much: What though the Churches in Bohe- 
mia, in the Palatiuate, in the Lom- Countries, be now 
floating in the midſt of the water? What though in 
the midſt oſ the fire, in the furnace? What if that 
fire which was &/»4/ed in Bohemia, which flamed in 
France, which hath b#rxt vp and deuoured the Pa- 
litinate, ſome ſparkles thereof ſhould fly ouer · ſea? 
( quod omen Deus avertat, which God forbid ) why 
ſhould they or we,thinke much to pledge ourSaut- 
our, in thatcup which he began to vs? hee dranke 
the very lees and dregges of that mixed wine, we dos 
but ſip and taſt the top of it. Let our troubles be 
neuer ſo many, Chriſts were more; neuer ſo great, 
cbriſts were greater. He went through the wer, 
when he ſweat drops of Cloud; he went through the 
fire, when like that good Phenix, he continued on 
the croſſe, fluttering his winges ouer the burving 
c4ales of his Fathers indignation, till by ſufferin 
the extremitie of it, he quenched that flame _

While our treaſure was inexhaſt us 
puteus (as that Pope ſcoffingly) a AA ine that could 
not be dreined: that which the Indies are to Spaine, 
that was England to Rome, now wee were his Holi- 
nes white Sonnes, he our Ghoſtly father, what bleſſing 
had we from him? What Immunities? What red 
hattes? What Indulgences? What not? the Devill 
ſmiles while he is pleaſed; but ever ſince the time of 
Reformation; ſo couragiouſly attempted by King 
Henry the eight; ſo devoutly proſecuted by that 
Noble 79ſias, whoſe early holines, and timely ſee- 
king of the Lord deſerues an everlaſting Monu- 
ment; ſo happily ſeconded, promoted (after ſome 
interruption) by our famous Deborah, that late 
match-leſſe, peere-leſſe Q ueene of ever bleſſed memory; 
fo conſtantly perpetuated, conſummated, and to 
this dey continued by our moſt wiſe and Rexowned 
Soueraigne Lord, King IAS. Ever ſince wee haue 
ſhaken off that thouſand times worſe then Egyptian 
bondage; ever ſince wee brake off that iron yoke 

of Babel. that ſo long held vs vader ; the Devill hath 
ſhewed himſelfein his likeneſſe ; what Buls haue roa- 

red from Rome? What Excommunications? What 

Anathema's haue bin Thundred out by that Man 

of ſinne? What curſings, with Bell, Booke, & Candle? 
How haue wee beene adiudged for Heretickes ? ſen- 

tenced to ſlames, reputed worſe then 7»fidels, then 


Dogges. One of their Jeſuites giues vp himſelfe for Vide D. ul 


damnd, if ſuch Heretickes as wee can be ſaued, How 
is it made a meritorious Act, a worke of ſuper. erro- 
gation, to murther our Xing, to blow vp our State, 

E to 
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to deſolate and — our King dame. Many 
haue beene our Tr s, many and great; many 
ſecret conſpiracies, many open incurſiohs, many 
forruine attempts of enemies abroad, many inte- 
ſline inſurrections of boſome vipers at home: 
How long haue wee carried fire in our boſomes? 
and doc not our ſeete yet tread vpon Scorpions ? 
As many, ſo great haue beene our Troubles. Great 
enemies were ſtirred vp: mighty. Princes, the molt 
potent, and puiſſant Kings of the earth, friends to the 
Plal, 2 Beaſt, how were they enraged? How did they banay 
| together againſt the Lord, and againſt his Annointed ? 
Great Stratagems were laid, even as deepe as Hell, 
to the vtter ruination, both of Churchand State, to 
the finall extirpation of our name and memorial 
from vnder Heaven. How oft hath the knife beene 
at our thraate? What tteaſons ? What conſpiracies 
were hatched in the dayes of our late Queene Eli- 
zabeth (that wonder of omen, and mirroar of her 
ſex) ? No ſooner was the fire quenched in one.cor- 
ner, but it breakes forth in another place; no ſoo- 
ner was one wound cloſed, but another'blecds a- 
freſh : Many a time were wee at the pits brinke, 
and knew it not, deſtinated as ſbrepe to the ſlaughter, 
our Land quartered, or Doome prophecied; hen 
D* Hall in his hat Snom melts (as they gaue it out triumphantly) 
Tangericbe. mee ſpall ſee a fleud, and pointed to the Gray-heyres 
of that then /iving Empreſ/e. But aboue all, two e- 
ſpeciall dangers (never to be ſorgotten) did threa- 
ten this Nation; never any people vnder Heaven 
were put to the like ſtraits. Vou cannot forget that 
famous Climactericall yeare Eigbiy - Eight ; That 
Se 
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Senacherib of Spaine, how confident was he to haue 
ſwallowed vs vpquicke at one mor(ell? How did 
he preſume to command with his Invincible Navy 
Sea and Land? How did he preſume to put a bridle 
and make a bridge over the Ocean, to over-run this 
[pot of earth in one inflant? Now I trow you were 
in the midſt of the waters. This fifth of November 
mindes vs of another pinch as great, if not greater 
then the former; there wanted but the kindling of 
a match, to haue (et this Cittie all in a flame of fire; 
this Country and Kingdome all in a flawe of Cam- 
bu/tion. Were wee not now in the midſt of the fire ? 
If the Lord bad not beene with vs that water had over. 
whelmed all; if the Lord bad not beene with vs, that 
fre had beene kindled, and wee all had periſhed 
in that flame. 

And thus are wee fallen ſuddenly, from the das- 
ger to glance at the Dehuerauce, (bleſſed he That 
Jehovah, that hath linked them ſo together, that 
wee cannot ſpeake of the one, but wee muſt ac» 
knowledge the other.) Now ſince I am fled into 
this plealant field, I will not Rtep backe; but en- 
treate you to follow me with your attention, and 
as you haue taſted of the bitter, ſo now cloſe your 
Stomacks with the ſweete ; which I haue reſerved 
for the laſt, as being thebel! and chiefeſt matter in- 
tended for this dayes diſeourſe, and moſt ſutable to 
the occaſion of our preſent meeting.

Let the Houſe of Aaron ſay and (ing prayſes, 
ſing prayſes vnto the Lord that hath done wiſely, dit- 
couered our enemies, broken their ſnares,and we are 
eſcaped. Let all Exg land ſay if the Lord, had not 
beene on our ſide, if the Lord had not heene on our ſide, 
when menroſe vp againſt vs they hal ſwallowed vs vp 
quicke, when their wrath was kindled againſt vs. 
Praiſe waiteth forthee O God in Sion, who is like 
our God who doth great and wondrous thinges. Hono- 
red for euer be that Noble and Honorable Society ( The 
High Court of Parliament) that to all ages hath ſer a
